¢ HE 8th of this Month the Pope held a 
i Congregation of Cardinals, in which it 
was regulated that the Knez Boris Ku- 
. fakin Envoy from the Czar of Mof- 
, Covy, fhould be ftil'd his Excellency, and 
be treated .with the fame Honours Dukes are in 
this Country. He went to an Audience of the Pope 
the 12th, in a French Habir, accompanied by fome 
Gentlemen. Two’ Mafters of the Ceremonies re- 
ceiv'd him in the Antichamber, and reconducted 
him thither. He prefented his Credential Letcer 
written on Parchment, wit tel pe Seal to it, and 
a very large Superfcription in the Sclavonian Lan- 
guage ; and he kifs’d the Pope’s Foor. 
From the Amfterdam Courant and Gazette. 
Vienna, April 29. 2300 Rafcians having not long 
fince fallen upon a Party of Malecontents command- 
ed by Count Caroli, near Keézkemer, made them 
retire into that Place, whither they purfued them 
clofe and entring the Town made-a great Slaughter 
of them, Codnr Caroli with a few of his Men 
narrowly efcaping: Not coarent with this, the 
Rafcians plunder’d the Town, and put mcft of the 
Inhabitants to the Sword, and among them fome 
Turkih Merchants that were come to a Pair k 
there. Upon this, the Goveérriout of Belgrade, 
fidm’d Tordhim, who after the Peace of Carlowiiz 
came Ambaffador hither feom the Orroman Court, 
and who is known to’ Have béén always an Enemy 
to the Chriftians, bas prohibited all Commerce with 
the Imperialifts, and gives Affiftance underhand to 
the Maleconrénts; dnd ‘tis apprehended he Mill 
officiowlly éndéavour to repreféne this Accident to 
the Porte as an Infraction of rhe Peace, and chat 
the Grand Vizier will fay Hold of this Prerénceito 
make a Rupture betweén the rwo Courts, 
_ Vienna, May.4. The kmperial Court have judg’d 
itneceffary to catife timely Réprefentation to be 
the Governowts of the Turkith Frontier 
Places, that they abfofnrely difapprove what was 
acted by the R ?fetdis ar Kézkeimet, and are ready 
tO caufe all equitable Satisfaction to be made for 
the Wrong ddhe Order ig likewife fent for making 
the like Reprefentarion to the Contt of Coifftanti- 
nople, to prévent all Mifunderftanding ; and ‘tis 
believ’d thar Court will not be batd to be fatisfied, 
the rather becauf they well know che Ralcians ate 
2 very untily Péople, and cannot be always kept 
under Difcipline. Baron Stralenheim 
extraordinaty of Swedén, préifes this Court to caule 
the Mulcovite Troops that retit’d out of Saxony 
to the Upper Rhine td be déliver’d tip to thé King 
his Mafter; but his Inipétial Majefty abfolutely 
refules it, thar he may give no new Caule of Com- 
plaint to the Czar, who is already fulficiently dif- 
fatisfied with thié Coutt for acknowleding King 
Staniflaus: And ‘tis hop’d the Duke of Marlborough 
rerminated this Matter with the King of Sweden

tho’ Baron Stralenheim has not yet receiv’d any 
Advice of it. Orders are certainly fent from ihis 
Court for a» Body of Troops to match from the 
Mantuan for the Kingdom of Naples. 

From the Agnfterdam Gazette, dated May 17. 

The Advices from Switzerland-of the 8b of May 
import, that an Alliance having been very lanly 
made between the Canton of Zurich and the Grifons, 
it has been proclaim’d at Zurich with great So- 
lemnity. ‘Tis faid that by this’ Alliance thole two 
Republicks ate: mutually ro. aifift each other againft 
all Aggreffors ; and each of them is oblig’d-co furn:ih 
at their own Expence 1600 Men, with fome Ficld- 
Pieces, to fuccour the other when atrack’d. The 
lace Commotions in the Country. of. Teckenburg are 
intirely fupprefs'd, by Means of a Refolution pafs’d 
in a general Council of the Roman Catholicks and 
Proteftants of that Country, allowing the-free Exer- 
cife of Religicn, and declaring that. thofe who fhall 
raife Troubles on that Account, or do any thing 
tending to difturb the Peace of the Country, thail 
be punifh'd with Death. 

Leipfich, May 11. The 6th Inftant was obferv'd 
by the Swedes as a Day of Ihankfgiving for the 
Peace concluded by them in. this 
Day before, 5 Troops of Dragoons that were in the 
Suburbs of Leipfich, march’d to jo,n their Regi- 
ment. Yefterday the King of Sweden went from 
his Head-Quarter at Alt-Ranftad,. to take a Review 
of all bis Troops in-this Electorate, who are drawn 
together in feveral Places for that Purpofe. 'Tis 
faid his Majefty will recurn to Alc-Ranftad the Be- 

inning of next Week. Count Piper is gone to 
cifnig, to take Leave of King Staniflaus ; whois 
faid isto march with a Detachment commanded by 
General Reinfchild. The Swedes have ftill a fall 
Garrifon in the Caftle of Pleifflenbourg, 
From the Paris Gazerys, dated May 14. 

Parig, May 14. Philip Julian Mazarini-Mancinj, 
Duke de Nevers, Knight of the Order of the Holy 
Ghoft, Governour and Lieutenant General of the 
Nivernois, died here the 8ch of this Month, in the 
66th Year of bis Age. The King has given the 
Government of the Nivernois to the Count de Me- 
davy Lieutenane General, who lately recurn’d from 
Lombardy, whence he has brought back in very 
good Condition the Troops that were under bisCom- 
mand. Letters from Minorca of the 18ch of lat 
Month contain the following Particulars of the 
Confpiracy form’d there by fome feditious Perfons. 
The 12d of March, Don Diego Leonardo d’Avila 
Governour of that Ifand, was fatisfied from feveral 
Circumftances, that a new Revolt was hatching. He 
caus’d the Judge de Police of Mahon, who had talk'd 
feditiowfly, to be fiez’d, and tade him confefs the 
Plot laid for an Infurrection, which was to be pus 


in Execution the 28th, and the Namesof fome of 


the Confpirators. That done, he march’d from the 
Cafile of St: Philip with 500 French Soldiess of the 
Battallions of Marines commanded. by M. de la 
Jonquiere, and 200 Spaniards. He went firft to 
Mahon, @here he causd” one of the Chief of the 
Rebels so be Ggu'd and executed on the {por, and his 
Houfe 
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tfaefe to be-plunder'd. From rhence he went to 
two (nal Towns, where be caus‘d like Execuuons 
to be done, and ag laft ro Ciudagela in which were 
the principal Confpirators, and where the Troops 
encerd wich their Bayonets on the Mozzies of their 
Pieces. He firtt caus’d all the Arms of the Inhabitants 
to bg brought together and burnt, and thea fiez'd the 
Mayor, his Father, and a cafhier'd Enfign, who were 
immediately hang'd. Ocbers that were lefs criminal 
were condemn’d to theGalleys, and 9 Monks banih’d. 
Afier which he made a Specch to the Jurats and 
Officers of the Town, exhorting them to be faich- 
ful to their lawful King ; which they promis'd, and 
thank'd him for the Pains he bad taken to fecure 
their Quiet. Only 5 or 6 of the Rebels efcap'd his 
Hands, by flying to the Mountains, whither he fent 
Men in Search of them.
